CHUNGEING NOV. 2. 
THE POLITICAL AND_MILI-

BRITAIN'S 
ECONOMY 


The word “economy” usually 
means nothing more than the 
management of 4 household, 
If we think of the British peo- 
ple as a large family — and fn 
a oBense, more” than ther 
pevple, they are a large family 
--they are in a situation in 
which father bas béen at war, 
mother has been working at 
munitions, the family business 
has been allowed to run down, 
urgent repairs to the house are 
necessary owing to bomb dam- 
age, schovl bills and, doctor's 
fees must be paid for the chil- 
dren, and there ts a large over- 
draft at the bank. The family's 
main asset is Chat it is full of 
health, vigour and hope, that 
the business has a long good- 
will behind it. and that the 
whole family intends to live 
very auietly and pull together, 

During the war, Great Bri- 
tain for the common cause re- 
volutlonised her traditional 
economy. Great Britain, a 
small island with a dense popu- 
lation, depends apon imports; 
whe has to pay for them, which 
means she ullimately depends 
on her export trade. During 
the war she switched over all 
her efforts to munitions and tet 
her export trade ge, Lend. 
Lease assured her peoplecenough 
fo entoaund wave her the raw 
material to carry on with muni. 
tlons, She had already Hqui- 
dated all her main foreign cre- 
dita U-bouts made ywrent 
holes in the Uritish merchant 
marine, and American Liberty 
Ships helped ta fil the praps, 
Now Land-Laase is over. Great 
Britain has to switeh her eco. 
hontic machinery to peace-time 
uses, and she has a long leeway: 
to imake up Why then do Bri- 
tish experts hesitate at Che ap- 
parently obvious solution of 
accepting on darge loan from 
America? The United States 
is quite: willing to make such 
a loan. te be paid ‘back over 
fifty Years, at a low enough 
rate of interest ~~ about 2 per 
eent. One reason -ix the size 
of the toan, Que thousand mil- 
Hons hax been proposed, In 
point of fact Great Britain 
during the war has liquidated 
external assets valued at 2,000 
million sterling, and contracted 
un external sterling debt of 
4,000 million, All debts have 
ultimately to be paid for in 
goods, and unless the United 
States were to drop her high 
tari! policy and start import. 
ing more than she exports, 
Great Britain could not be sure 
of being able to pay off her 
debt. The French, through 
General de Gaulle, have accept- 
ed such a loan. > But, unlike 
Great Britain, France has pre- 
served on large gold reserve, 
Britain has no gold worth men- 
tion. Her debts ultimately 
must be paid by the sweat of 
her brow, And yet the diffi- 
culty in which Great Ebritain 
finds herself is oa purely short- 
term one. Great Britain is tra- 
ditionally a manufacturing and 
trading nation. She exports 
skilled products in .return for 
food and necessary raw mater- 
tals. The things she can 
make, such as cotton goods, 
the world urgently wants. Her 
workers and managers are rendy 
to revolutionise technique for 
the sake of improved produc- 
tive efficiency. She has the 
goodwill of the world. |The 
problem: for Great Britain .is 
really how much help she can 
‘accept from: outside, sources 
without so ticing her economic 
futuré down, that she ‘will ‘bo 
crippled. The attitude of the 
British people is clear. .They 
would rather go short of many 
pldnasant things for a long.tino 
to ‘come,. and work :.their.own 
passage, than mortgage ‘thelr 
future ‘independence. rea

The “Manchester Guardian” has 
sald: “China has fought Japan for 
nine, years, and yet sho is indul- 
xing in civil atrife, Is not this a 
porry example of human stupid- 
tty?” We certainly say it is, and 
it places us in a ludicrous light in 
the: eyes of our foreign friends 
and well-wishers, 

The world had placed high hopes 
in China. They had hoped for our 
speedy recovery, to become the 
stabilising factor for peace in 
Asia, Our people was to put forth 
our united effort to build up our 
country worthy of the: high mis- 
sion it in to fit roel 

WELFARE OF COUNTRY 

Whe, then, of us want to bring 
about civil strife so soon after our 
slorious_victory unless he is out 
of his mind, or is actuated by 
selfish interests in utter disregard 
of the welfare of the country and 
of the people? 

Generalissimo Chiang Kal-shek 
has sald that China would not 
tolerate another civil war, now 
that the war. of resistance was 
won, The future should be a bright 
one and the possibilities unlimited. 
Any differences, no matter how 
serious, should be scttled accord- 
ing to the wishes of the people, 
and not by armed might as in the 
days gone by. Any attempt at re- 
viving these methods of settlement 
will meet with failure, and anyone 
who ts still sceptical cnn take oo 
lesson from the fate of Yuan Shih- 
kat and Chan Kwing-ming. 

We are therefore at a loss te 
understand why there are still 
people who still think that party 
nad political differences can be 
settled by fores. And why should 
there be any atruggle at all? We 
must realise that for the centeali- 
sation of authority there enn be 
only one government. China is not 
Russin, or Germany or Italy as 
they were before the war, when 
the will of the people could be im: 
posed upon by a few. 

THE WATCHWORD 

The founder of the Republic 
worked for 40 yenrs before his 
efforts were crowned with success, 
but in his struggle, to what degree 
was armad force resorted ta? 

Muy wo therefore warn both 
parties that what the people of 
China want to-day is peace and 
stability, aud not bloodshed and 
strife, and not the Communist or 
Nazi method of seizing and exer- 
gining power. We-confidently be- 
lieve that In spite of all difficulties 
ond differences, if we one and all 
place in the forefront of ‘our 
thoughts and nections the watch- 
word “China cannot tolerate an- 
other civil war’, we shall be able 
to steer clear of catastrophe, 


OCCUPATION OF 
MANCHURIA 


Chungking, Nov, 2. 

A Chinese report fram Chang- 
chun asserted that Chinese forces 
would shortly be transferred to 
Manchuria for garrison duties 
with the entire operation complete 
by December 3rd. 

The problem connected with the 
transfer of authority is settled, 
says the report. 

Negotiations leading to the 
settlement were — carlducted for 
Chins by General Siung Shi-hul, 
Director of Chiang -Kal-shek’s 
branch headquarters oat Chang- 
chun and Chiang Kuo, the Genern- 
lissimo'a elder son, who is a special 
commissioner for Porcign Affairs 
in Monchuria.—Assoclated Press.

“The House will, 1 feel sure, 
associate itself with the British 
Government in expressing their 
abhorrence* of this treacherous 
crime: '*The warning of Gen- 
eral Christison has the Cull sup- 
port of the British Government. 

“It is to be hoped that 
great body of Indonesians will 
make it clear that they dis- 
sociate themselves from the law- 
less oacts of the extremists, 
which cannot but have the ef- 
fect of retarding the return to 
peaceful conditions and 
stitutional reform, thereby jeo- 
pardixing the welfare of the 
whole country.” 

Mr. Anthony Eden, former 
Foreign Secretary, asked if it 
were not a fact that the officers 
conheerned acted throughout 
with grent tact and discretion, 
and whether Mr. Lawson was 
satisfied that all necessary steps 
were being taken to enable them 
to have any requirements to 
deal with the situation locally. 
The War Minister replied “Yes.” 

Mr. Lawson added: “These 
cteers, upon whem was — laid 
yreat responsibility, acled not 
only with tact and patience but, 
to my Knowledge when 1 was in 
the Far East. wilh great under- 
standing and sympathy for the 
ease of the Endonesians, and in 
this case the Tndanesians’ best 
friend succumbed to treachery”

Tho President asserted that 
ahe problem of what to do with 
Japan und Germany “is one of the 
greatest challenges in the whole 
effort to achieve lasting peace.”

Three doctors who had attended 
to Hitler told Amortcan interroga- 
tors to-day that tha Fuehrer had 
oged rapidly in the Inst months 
of the war, developing tromors 
both In the head and in the hands. 

Tho threo physicians, who 
attended ‘Hitler for ten vears end- 
ing 1944, ngreed that the Fuehrer 
ossesned oxcellent memory, good 
udament, adequate powers of con- 
centrntion and, contrary to re- 
ports {n somo allied countries he 
apparently had no venereal dis- 
ense and woe normal sexually, 

Onc doctor ald that Hitler 
“belleved that he wan chosen by 
fate to be the lender ° of the 
German people and that he felt 
hia ideas must be carried oul even 
if Germany and her neople were 
destroyed In the process,”’—Asno- 
clated Presa. 

HITLER'S DEATH 
Berlin, Nov. 2. 

British Headquarters here said 
that evidence from Intelligence 
reports shows “ns conclusively os 
possible without the bodies” that 
Hider and his mistress Eva 
Braun, died on April 30th In a 
bunkee In the Retch Chanccllory. 

The report suid that Hitler shot 
himself through the mouth and 
his mistress took poinen, after 
which Martin Bormann, Deputy 
Lender of the Nazi Party and 
Propaganda Minister Goebbeln re- 
moved the bodies outnide the 
bunker where Bormann and 
vothern burned them with gasoline.

They 
wanted to crente an effective 
barrier to the overland transfer 
of government troops to  Man- 
churia and to prevent os far os 
possible reinforcement of govern- 
ment divisions In North China.
